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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. Figure 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 
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2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kato 
et al. (Kato; US 6,448,868 B2; cited and applied for the first time). 

The claimed invention reads on Kato as follows. Refer to one of the two radio 
frequency switches in FIG. 1 of Kato where the claimed first diode reads on D1 1 since it 
is connected between a transmission terminal (Tx 1) and an antenna terminal (ANT 1). 
The claimed low pass filter reads on the filter 32 since it is connected between the first 
diode and the antenna terminal and is in series with the first diode. The claimed high 
pass filter reads on the filter 33 since it is connected between the low pass filter side of 
the first diode and a reception terminal Rx 1 . The claimed second diode reads on D12 
since it has one end grounded and the other end connected between the reception 
terminal and the filter 33. 
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The only difference between Kato and the claimed invention is that the filter 33 of 
Kato is not specified by name as a high pass filter. However, it is well known in the 
circuit design art that substituting any filter (low, high, band) is a matter of pure design 
choice based on the operating frequency of the subject circuit. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious even to one ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify 
the switch of Kato by substituting a high pass filter with the filter 33 of Kato, since Kato 
already teaches a filter. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. Kowalewski, Ruppel, Zametzer et al., Minasi ('41 1), Kommrusch 
et al., Kameyama et al., Nakatuka, Minasi ('995), Yamamoto et al., Nosswitz, Kawakyu 
et al., and Muto et al. all teach aspects of radio frequency switching.
